Henri Spaak of Belgium as chair } 
man of the council. He was nom-| 
inated by Foreign Secretary Bevin.| 
Britain’s Sir Edmund Hall-Patch| 
was named president of the guiding! 

executive committee. Robert Mar- 
jolin of France was named secre- 
tary-general. 

The charter was signed at a 
meeting of representatives of the 
16 Marshall-plan countries and) 
occupied Western Germany, among} 
them many foreign ministers. The 
meeting was called to order by 
Fereign Secretary Bevin of Britain. 


PEACE CONTRIBUTION 

The preamble says, “a strong 
and prosperous European economy 
will contribute to the maintenance 
of peace.” 

The document names these con- 
tracting powers: Austria, Belgium, 
Britain, Denmark, France, Greece, 
Eire, Iceland, Ita%¥, Luxembourg, 
Norway, The Netherlands, Portugal, 
Sweden, Switzerland, Turkey and 
the French, British and American 
zones of Germany. 

They agree to try to get back 
on their economic feet as quickly 
as possible in order to be able 
eventually to dispense “with any 
foreign aid of an exceptional 
character.” 

They promise to “augment their 
production, develop and modernize 
their industrial and agricultural 
| equipment, increase their  ex- 
|changes, reduce progressively bar- 
riers to mutual trade, encourage 
full employment of their man- 
power.”

Great Britain's suspension of 
death penalty for five years, except in 
cases of treason or piracy, will be the 
greatest social advance of this age if it is 
shown that the murder rate can be con- 
trolled without this grim expedient. 

Britain has clung tenaciously to capi- 
tal punishment because she has always be- 
lieved that her swift, sure and harsh just- 
ice was the best preventive of crime, Her 
lawyers have cited on various occasions the 
effect of such judicial ferocity as that of 
Baron Jefferys in the 17th century who 
either hanged or drove out of England 
anyone with the slightest criminal tend- 


ency. 


Indeed, a substantial saga has been 
consequences of 
“Bloody Assizes” of Winchester in 1685 
and other orgies of judicial excess, argu- 
ing that the criminals of England fled in 
» panic to the outskirts of civilization in the 
The tradition of violence

United States, 
in Chicago’s Cook county 
tributed to this exodus. 


But the experience of the United 
States with capital punishment has been 
far from proving that the death penalty 


prevents murder. 


The state of Maine, population 847,- 
226, has no death penalty and has an an- 


the 


nual homicide rate of 13, Idaho, on the 
other hand, has a death penalty and out 
of its population of only 524,873, 14 per- 
sons are murdered every year. 

There are 162 homicides in Michigan 
each year where there is no death penalty. 
But in North Carolina, whose population is 
2,000,000 less, there are 349 homicides a 
year in spite of capital punishment. 

Minnesota, with no capital punish- 
ment has a homicide rate of 42 a year 
among a population of 2,792,300. South 
Carolina, with a death penalty, murders 
250 a year out of a population of 1,899,804. 

Among Wisconsin's 3,137,587 people, 


who have no capital punishment, there are

59 murders a year. Virginia, with 2,677,- 
317 people and a death penalty, has 317 
murders a year. 

There seems to be no statistical cor- 
roboration at all for the contention that 
capital punishment reduces the homicide 


But the indictment against capital 


punishment employed as a crime deterrent 


does not depend upon statistics alone. 
When a man is hanged for deterrent pur- 
poses, he is being put to death for the po- 


tential crimes of other people. 


Aiding Oil Exploration 


The government of Ontario deserves 
credit for the new measure exempting 
from the corporation tax all mining, oil 
and gas companies engaged in exploration 
work in any part of Canada up to the 
extent of the exploration costs. 

This means that any such company 
with headquarters in Toronto will not be 
required to pay corporation tax to On- 


tario on their exploratory 
Alberta, for instance. 


It is an exemption that the province 
of Ontario can well afford since it skims

So the Russians can lock us up 
in Berlin. There never has been 


any hard and fast contractual 
agreement regarding a right-of- 
way. How any military minds 


could fail, from the beginning, to 
establish secure lines of com- 
munication baffles the imagina- 
tion. The fact must always have 
been clear—namely, that under 
the circumstances we permitted 
to occur we always have been in 
Berlin on the sufferamce of che 
Russians. An explanation of such 
negligence is needed, but none is 


forthcoming. When our armies 
were in Europe in full strength, 
we decided to “trust” the Rus- 


sians—though every wartime at- 


tempt at liaison already had re- 


vealed that to be a danger. Now, 


f 


when our armies in Europe are 
negligible, we decided to “stand 
firm.”

In Frankfort 


We also are about to set up a 
German government in Frankfort 
to compete with a Russian gov- 
ernment in Leipzig, in promising 
the restoration of a unified Ger- 
man Reich, It is, however, im- 
possible for us to fulfill that 
promise without war. A unified 
German Reich means the restora- 
tion of the lost provinces in the 
east, Having ourselves collabor- 
ated, on Russian insistence, to 
disintegrate the Reich, we now 
promise to restore what the Rus- 
sians hold—and at the risk of 
alienating GermeaAy’s western 
neighbors, who do not want the 
restoralion Of a powerful Reich, 
We are compelled, with the pro- 
Bram, to appeal to German na- 
tionalism although having noth- 
ing to offer it but verbal 
while the Russians 
have tangible things 


promises 


Furthermore, we have no guar- 
antee that after having built up 
Western Germany, and thereby 
given it bargaining power, it will 


not eventually turn around and 
make a pact with the Russians 
Following 
Wrong Policy 

Yet we are not helpless We 
simply are following the wrong 
policy, Our policy should be to 


persuade the Germans to sacri 
the unity of ine Reich to the 
unity of Europe. It would involve 


the immediate ereation of an 


fice 


all-European confederation, with 
the Germans in it, It would in- 
volve the Europeanizing of the 
Ruhr, and the creation of a com- 
mon pan-European economy and 
defense system, It would end the 
state of limbo in which Western 
Germany is suspended, integrate 
the bulk of the German popula- 
tion firmly into Western Europe, 
and polarize the German mind 
westward as no appeal to German 
restoration can do. 

For the past five years this 
column has been reiterating that 
there is no German question, but 
oniy a European question, The 
issue is not Germany-with-Russia 
or Germany-with-America, but 
Germany with the Russian sys- 
tem, or Germany with a West 
European system. The danger 
lies in the fact that there is a 
Russian system that wants Ger- 
many and appeals to nationalism 
while there is no European sys- 
tem that invites her or appeals 
to the German European spirit 

There can be only one outcome 
of a continuance of that situation. 
Since weakness gravitates to 
powér, and disorganization to 
organization, Germany eventually 
will go to the Russian system. 
Then we shal] have a German 
Red army on the Rhine, and 
Europe wil) be finished

have replied only with fumbling

An undoubtedly-anxious Mos- 
cow hasn't been slow in devising

That's what 
the Communists call it, but ob- 
servers generally hold it to be a 
revival of the old Comintern, or 
general staff for world revolu- 
tion, which had headquarters in 
Moscow and was “abolished” by 
Stalin as a beneficient gesture to-

The Cominform newspaper now 
informs the faithful that the 
speed-up of the Marxist campaign 
has been begun with the opening 
of Communist-party schools. It 
is disclosed that one school has 
been opened in the Soviet zone of 
Germany near Berlin, and 
another is to follow, 


Since this program is part and 
parcel of the world revolution, 
we may be sure that the speed- 
up of the ideological campaign 
will be undertaken im all coun- 
tries, including the entire west- 
ern bemisphere, 

This educational campaign is 
at once one of the most insidious 
and the most dangerous of the 
Bolshevist schemes for advance- 
ment of the Red ism.

Canadians eat more beef than 
any other meat. Pork follows as 
a close second while veal and lamb 
are “out of the picture,” Dyde told 
the committee.

Manitoba Will 
Tax Railways 


WINNIPEG, April 16—(CP)—A 
track mileage assessment for mu- 
nicipal taxation of railway prop- 
erty, the amount depending on 
whether it is situated in a rural 
municipality, village, town or city, 
was provided in amendments to the 
Municipal Act given second read- 
ing in the Manitoba degislature 
Thursday night. 

The bill, introdvced by Municipal 
Affairs Minister William Morton, 
called for the following scale of 
assessment: 

In rural municipalities and local 
government districts not more than 
$2,000 a mile; in villages not more 
than $3,000 a mile; in towns not 
more than $5,000 a mile and in 
cities not more than $6,000 a mile. 

The bill would not be applicable 
in the cities of Winnipeg and St 
Boniface, nor would it apply to the 
main line of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway in that part of the prov- 
ince in which tax exemption was 
granted under the company’s
